A VERY COMFORTABLE 
OCCASION 

Through galleries running from dug- 
out to dugout, the Germans had a 
subway to bring up relief and food. 
At night those not on guard went to 
bed in their cellar bunks as comfort- 
ably as in Pullmans, and during tho 
day they played cards, if not sent 
out into shell craters to snipe Brit- 
ishers. They had their machine guns 
ready, as before, should the British 
attempt to rush their homes. 


Yesterday afternoon the British

It is estl- 
mated 2,000 Germans caught in this 
trap by less than their own numbers 
were accounted for. 

When the Assuciated Press corres- 
pondent left corps headquarters 2 
officers and 600 Germans had been 
brought im as prisoners, while more 
were being unearthed from their 
hiding places. The last of the small 
parties which held out with a ring 
of British around them, in a_ brief 
but ferocious siege, also surrendered. 
‘They had hoped for a counter-attack 
to rescue them, but the British hed 
forseen this, and met it with mach- 
ine guns and artillery they had im- 
mediately put in position for that 
purpose. 


LAUGHED ABOUT IT 


The prisoners the correspondent 
saw were of the 2Uth Prussian regi- 
ment, and were of the sturdiest Ger- 
man soldier type, much superior to 
those of the Ilth division, who be-

Returned ooldiers 


Nineteen Alberta soldiers, return- 
ing from the front as invalids, reaeh- 
ed Calgary Saturday. Among the 
number were four members of the

time to save his life. He was severe- 
jly wounded with several broken bones 
and was dispatched to Britain to 
recover, On the way across the chan- 
‘nel the hospital ship ‘‘Anglia’’ on 
‘which he with many other wounded 
soldiers was being transported, was 
blown up by a mine. Ouimette, who 
'was encased in plaster and bandages, 
had another narrow escape, this tin 
from drowning. He was rescued and 
,suffers no ill effects from his duckiny.

SERBIANS START DRIVE FOR 
MONASTIR AND TAKE FIRST 
LINE BULGAR TRENCHES 


The Bulgars Are Advancing in One 
Part Into Greece 


London, Aug. 21.—The great offen- 
sive launched by the allies on Sun- 
day on the Saloniki front is :rowing 
in fury, but so far no decisive action 
has been fought. The British and 
French are advancing on the right 
of the ling and have — crossed the 
Struma, pushing forward in y north- 
easterly direction toward the Hul- 
garian frontier, At the same time the 
Serbians have opened a drive — for 
Monastir and report the capture of 
the first line Bulgarian trenches. On 
the extreme left, however, immedi.ate- 
ly south of Monastir, they have suf- 
fered a reverse, and have evacuated 
the Greek town of Banica. 

In tho center, at the south of tho 
great valley of tho Vardar, the main 
highway through Serbia, a violent 
artillery action is in progress. It wag 
down ‘this valley that the Teuton-Bul- 
garian forces made theirl victorious

say that Italian troops have landed 
there and will join in the general of- 
fensive. This news, if corroborated, 
means that Italy has finally decided

ing of the highest commendation fo1 
their eflorts to improve the business 
side of the agricultural industry. The 
conference was arranged for several 
months ago and the members of the 
Winnipeg Bankers’ Association had 
had an opportunity to consult with 
their general managers and superior 
officers, most of whom are located in 
-|Eastern Canada. 

They were, therefore, in a position 
to speak with authority and to 
make definite proposals to the organ< 
ized farmers, They expressed them- 
selves as very favorable to the de- 
velopment of the farmers] organiza- 
tion and hope to see it include all tld 
farmers of the Prairie Provinces, in 
order that they would be able to deal 
with such an organization instead of 
individuals. It was quite apparent 
that as a result of the preliminary 
negotiations the heads of the bank- 
ing institutions of Canada have a 
clearer appreciation of the conditions 
and needs of Western agriculture. 
Under the agreement between the 
bankers and the farmers there will 
be practically three classes of credit 
thenceforth dispensed from the chart- 
ered banks in the West. 

General floating credit for the 
transaction of farmers’ business be- 
tween periods of crop shipment. 

2. Credit specifically for hulding 
grain in order to market it leisurely 
jthroughout the year and maintain 
l apices at a higher level. 

3. Credit for the development of 
the livestock industry. 


THREE KINDS OF CREDIT 


All three of these credits have 
been carried on to a certain extent 
by the bankers in the past, but not 
until this conference was there any 
general understanding as to the po- 
licy of the bankers” in this regard. 
The bankers expressed themselves 
very torcibly in favor of providing 
credit for farmers’ business, which 
they considered very desirable, and 
they were in hearty accord with the 
farmers in the desire that the farm- 
ers should secure’ all.their credit 
from the bank and do a eash busi- 
ness with everybody else. It will be 
the aim henceforth of the farmers to 
arrange their year’s credit at the be- 
ginning of each year and handle their 
business on qa cash basis until their 
crop is harvested. It will also be 
their policy to encourage the live- 
stock industry by granting credits 
especially for this purpose to run for 
longer periods than ordinary credits, 
upon notes to be renewed from time 
to time in order that the bankers 
may always have an opportunity to 
review the security upon which a 
loan is granted. 

The policy of assisting farmers to 
hold their grain and market leisurely 
is a departure from the general po- 
‘licy of the past and was very gratify- 
ing to the farmers’ representatives 
and it should have a very salutary 
effect in maintaining uniformly bet- 
ter prices for grain throughout the 
winter. It was the general feeling of 
both the farmers and bankers that 
the conference was highly satisfac- 
tory and that it would tend very 
considerably towards the betterment 
F agricultural conditions and to- 


wards very decidedly improved rela- 
tions between farmers and bankers. 
So far as we know it was the first 
timo in history that the bankers’ an 
farmers’ representatives, covering 
such an immense territory, ever gath+ 
ered together for the purpose of 
putting their mutual business on a 
better basis. Arrangements were 
made for future conferences of the 
same kind, and we believe that very 
beneficial results will follow both to 
the farmers and bankers,

PAPINEAU TO BOURASSA 


Not all of the Papineaus are re 
creant to duty in the war which La 
Belle France is waging, in conjunc- 
tion with her Entente Allies, for the 
salvation of that country from the 
ruthless despotism of the Naiser.

The salient portion of Capt. Pap- 
ineau’s letter, which has appeared in 
the Winnipeg Fsece Press and other 
dailies, reads: 

“Perhaps, my cousin, [ have been 
overlong and tedious with my rea- 
sons, but I shall be shorter with 
my Warning, and in closing I wish 
to say this to you: Those of — us 
in this great army who may be so 
fortunate as to return to our Can- 
ada will have faced the grimmest 
and sincerest issues of life and 
death—we will have experienced the 


unfappy strength of brute force— 
we will have seen our loved com- 
rades die in blood and suffering. 
Beware lest we return with revenge. 
ful feelings, for I say to you that 
for those who, while we fought and 
sutferel here, remained in safety 
and comfort in Canada and failed 
to give us encouragement and sup- 
port, as well as for them who grew 
fat with the wealth dishonorably 
gained by political graft and by 
dishonest business methods at our 
expense, we shall demand a heavy 
day of reckoning. We shall inflict 
upon them the punishment they de- 
serve, not by physical violence, for 
we shall have had enough of that, 
nor by unconstitutional or illegal 
means, for we are fighting to pro- 
tect, not to destroy justice and 
freedom—but by the invincible pow- 
er of our moral influence.

Pope Benedict Has 
Declared Himself 
Against TheHuns 


Rome, via London, Aug. 19.—Pope 
Benedict has instructed all the ecar- 
'dinals in Italy to pray for victory 
for Italy and her Allies. Hitherto the 
cardinals, following the pope’s ex- 
‘ample, have been preaching and pray- 
ing for peace at all their services. 
| They have exhorted all the faithful 
‘to attend the functions of interces- 
‘sion for an early peace. Now, how- 
ever, they will pray for the defeat of 
lthe Teutonic powers. Cardinal — Fer- 
l rari, archbishop of Milan, and other 
cardinals holding episcopal sees 
have publicly explained that the Cath- 
olic church wants to sce a lasting 
peace. They are convinced now that 
no peace can be lasting unless tho 
war ends victoriously for Italy and 
her Allies. They are urging, there- 
|fore, that all loyal citizen church- 
men should join in effects to win the 
war, 


WRONG ACCUSATION 
Italian anti-clericals here ygccused 
, the Catholics of wanting a prema- 
ture peace, @ peace at any price. 
‘Such a peace, they say, would be to 
ithe advantage of the Teutonic powers 
Jt has been apparent for a long 
time that Pope Benedict was leaning 
toward the cause of Italy and so 
toward the Allies. Soon after tho 
war commenced the pope permitted 
the Italian army to recruit all but 
{5U of the Swiss guards on duty in 
the Vatican, and a little later he 
| broke a precedent by causing the 
hospice of Santa Marta, an annex of 
the Vatican buildings, to be used as 

.a hospital for Italian soldiers. 


SHOWED HIS FEELINGS 


Vope Benedict showed how he felt 
toward the Teutonic allies when he 
had Monsignor Berlach, his Austri- 
an private chamberlain, interned in 
the Vatican for a time and then sen§ 
back to Austria. Monsignor Berlach 
was accused of falsifying the pope's 
words in an interview with a Cer- 
man-American newspaper man which 
Monsignor Gerlach interpreted. 

Pope Benedict also has protested 
to Germany against the oppression 
of the Belgians, and only recently 
protested against deportation of civ- 
ilians of the conquered northwestern 
parts of France. 

This is the first time since Italy 
was united in 1870 that a Catholic 
has been a member of the cabinet. 
Signor Meda, a Catholie, became 
minister of finance’ in the coalition 
cabinet formed recently after the fall 
of the Safandra ministry. The pope 
was pleased at the appointment.

With the British Armies in the 
Field, Aug. 16, via London.— All the 
turmvil of the war has surged about 
the Ising, day after day during his 
week in the field just ended, and an 
endless procession of Great Britain's 
manhood now in the fighting ranks 
passed him on the ruads, not in re- 
view order, but as the men went up 
to the trenches to do their work of 
war. 

The king has taken certain risks— 
—he would have been glad to have 
taken more—and he has gone to 
places well within the range of the 
German guns, and still bombarded ‘by 
them from time to time. 

Un Saeurday there was a historic 
rendezvous when King George, with 
Sir Douglas Haig, had a mecting in 
au chateau of France with the lresi- 
dent of the I'rench Republic, Gen. 
Jofire, and Gen. Foch. On Sunday 
the king attended at a religious ser- 
vice among his troops, and the fol- 
lowing day he motored to Lalanne, 
where he visited the king and queen 
of the Belgians. 

On Thursday last the king had his 
most memorable experience. He went 
further than the edge of the battle- 
fields, where thousands of his troops 
were still fighting, but well out into 
that stretch of ground which bears 
upon every yard of it a trace of the 
recent battle and the relics of those 
who fought and fell.
